REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As stated 
previously, the prior art of record does not teach or suggest a system for defining a 
plurality of work zones including a first group and a second group of spaced apart 
poles extending upwardly from a base surface, the poles interconnected by a plurality of 
crossbeams at a height above a standing user, some of the poles provide a raceway, 
each pole capable of being attached to a crossbeam with two crossbeam forming an 
obtuse angle, the first group and second group interconnected by a crossbeam 
adjustable in length.
